A stalemate is inconceivable, says 
Mr, Riggs. All realize that a peace 
without victory means that it will all 
have to be done over again, The Ger- 
man military leaders today have no 
apology to make for starting the 
war; t : do not admit a mistake 
was made in beginning it; they  re- 
gret only that they were not suffi- 
ciently prepared to make the assault 
upon peaceful Europe effective. If it 
is to be a decision less than a coia- 
plete crushing out of the military

idea, the treaty of peace could ot 
be signed before preparations woult 
be started in Germany for a renewal 
of the conflict. on .what. the Germans 
would be convinced would be more 
successful lines. . 
America was brought in to end the 
war, not to aid.
